August  3.—Great 
Britain, in an attempt to lowér the 
cost of men’s clothing, is iffport- 
ing large quantities of paper suits 
from Germany, the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce in London. report- 
ed today to the department of com- 
merce. 

These ready-made suits are cut to 
English styles, the report says, and 
are of the very best paper texture.

Last month 409.000 paper suits 
were imported into England from 
Germany via Holland, and furthe 
consignments are expected at fre- 
quent intervals.

Washington, August 3.—With the 
désperate plight of Poland emphas- 
ized in dispatches foreshadowing the 
imminent. fall of Warsaw and telil- 
ing of the proclamation in Polish 
districts of a soviet government, the 
position of the United States toward 
the swift development of events in 
Europe today engaged the serious 
consideration of officials of the gov- 
ernment.

Prince 
Lubormirski, for extension of moral, 
if not material aid, there has been 
evidenced as yet no disposition 
shown among officials to reflect a 
departure of the United States from 
the neutral position assumed at the 
beginning of hostilities between Po- 
land and Russia. :

The reds themselves, however, hay- 
ing repeatedly defeated the Poles, 
evidently want to dictate .a vic 
torious peace while their defensive 
is still in full career, and take up 
the question of recognition in the 
London conference later when the 
soviet power and prestige has been 
greatly increased by the victory 
over Poland. 
Capture of Brest-Litovsk. 

The capfure of Brest-Litovsk, 
which has been unofficially reported 
for several days, was officially an- 
nounced today by Moscow. The im- 
portant border fortress fell Sunday, 
when the reds stormed it. Having 
made this breach in the Polish 
front before Warsaw, the bolsheviki 
continued their attacks and the 
first and fourth armies, part of the 
northern group of armies command- 
ed by General Haller. were disas- 
trously defeated. Closely following 
their retreat, the reds advanced to 
a point within forty-eight miles of 
Warsaw, their cavalry scouts riding 
down along th! east Prussian fron- 
tier to cut in behind the capital if 
possible. 

A counter offensive, launched by 
the Poles near Brody, on the Lem- 
berg front, broke down a few hours 
after it started. This effort was 
organized by French officers. Aft- 
er its collapse the Prussians again 
assumed the aggressive in that the- 
ater and regained all lost ground. 

The Red Cross has advised its 
women workers to leave Warsaw. 
and the city is preparing for a 
siege. 

Allies Aroused to Action. 

The apparent breakdown of the 
peace negotiations between Rus- 
sians and Poles has aroused the 
allied governments to an attempt 
to make good on their promise of 
military aid to Poland. 

A supreme effort is to be made to 
save Warsaw, menaced by the ad- 
vancing red force. 

General Weygand, who is acting 
as adviser to the Polish general 
staff, is rapidly putting into effect 
the plans of co-operation previous- 
ly agreed upon. - : 

The foreign office regards the 
chance of an agreement on an 
armistice as slim. Meanwhile 600 
French officers and from 200 to 
300 British have arrived in Poland 
and large quantities of war ma- 
terials are en route. 

The bolsheviki are swiftly driv- 
ing two wedges through the fragile 
Polish lines, one to the north in the 
direction of Lomja and another in 
the center toward Brest-Litovsk. 
The southern wing seems to be 
holding somewhat better. 

While the military situation is 
regarded as most serious, the for- 
eign office has not yet abandoned 
hope of saving Warsaw. 

It was learned officially by the 
United News that negotiations will 
be broken off with Krassin and 
Amenoff, bolshevist representatives 
in conference here, if the’ soviet 
government indicates a purpose to 
obliterate autonomous Poland. The 
red @missSaries would be asked to 
leave, and the entente threat to 
blockade RusSia would be carried 
out immediately. 

Must Observe Versailles Pact. 
, On the other hand, there woulda 
be no objection from England if the 
Poles and Russians should negotiate 


@ peace without reference to the

London conference, so long as the 
treaty of Versailles were observed. 

It was stated poitively that the 
entente would not declare war on 
Russia, regardless: of the outcome 


of the Polish-Russianm pourparlers. 
But if the terms offered Poland 
were too sé@vere tO be accepted, 
“the most powerful  assiStance” 
would be extended. Russia would 
be isolated, and the policy of eco- 
nomic strangulation twould be in- 
tensif ’ 

It ig not believed the soviets will 
commit what is regarded as politica! 
suicide by following’ a course cal- 
culated to provoke determined al- 
lied measures. It is similarly held 
the soviet government would rot 
care to jeopardize the favorable 
military position its armies now oc- 
cupy by entering Warsaw and im- 
posing a tyrannical peace. 


RUSSIANS ADVANCE 
ALL ALONG THE LINE. 
Warsaw, August 3.—(By the As-

ed here today. The latest com- 
munication from the soviet sug- 
gwests that negotiations both for an 
armistice and for peace, be held in 
Minsk Wednesday. 

It asks that the Poles send a 
delegation to Minsk invested with 
all the necessary credentials to ne- 
gotiate for peace. 

The Poles contend that it will be 
a physical impossibility for them to 
comply with this proposall. 

Russians Press Attack. 


While the Polish delegates are 
retracing their steps homeward 
from Baranovitchi, where the con- 
ference with the bolsheviki ended 
so abruptly, the bolshevik troops 
are reported everywhere to be press- 
ing their attacks on the entire bat- 
tle line from the east Prussian 
front on the north to the region ad- 
jacent to Lemberg, in Galicia, on 
the south. 

Brest-Litovsk, the last 
fortress guarding Warsaw 


the east, has apparently fallen 
before a tremendous -assault of 
the Russian bolsheviki. North of 
that place soviet forces have 
smashed their way forward in their 
drive westward to a point only 60 
miles east of this city. 

Over a front of 120 miles Polish 
armies are being pounded to pieces 
before the rush of bolshevik hordes, 
which are being hurled into the bat- 
tle in a desperate attempt to cap- 
ture Warsaw. Reinforcements @re 
everywhere being hurried to the 
front by the Russians to complete 
the defeat of the Poles before hos- 
tilities are halted. 

An official statement showed the 
soviet armies had reached a line 
running from Kossaki to Ciechano- 
wiecz, which is only 60 miles from 
this city with which it is connected 
by an excellent automobile high- 
way.

Masses of Bolsheviki. 

Great masses of bolsheviki have 
been flung against’ the Polish 
breastworks defending the part of 
Brest-Litovsk east of the _ river 
Bug. Fugitives who arrived here 
last night from that city reported 
the soviet forces were in control of 
the eastern half of the town. It is 
officially admitted the Russians 
have reached Mielnika, northeast of 
Brest-Litovsk. 

Far to the southeast, near Brody, 
the bolsheviki have rushed rein- 
forcements into the line and it is 
expected a terrific attack will be 
launched there for the purpose of 
capturing Lemberg before an arm- 
istice is declared. 

On the northern’ sector, soviet 
troops have advanced and have 
reached the region of Ostrolensk, 
which is but 66 miles from Warsaw. 
Cavdlry regiments form the ex- 
treme tip of the right wing of the 
advancing bolshevik line and here, 
too, fresh forces are being brought 
up. Apparently it is planned to 
carry the drive much nearer this 
city before Wednesday, the earliest 
date set by the soviet plenipoten- 
tiaries for reaching a decision rel- 
ative to an armistice with Poland. 

' Buallding Trenches, . 

Meanwhile at various distances to 
the north, northeast and east of the 
Vistula, is a great semi-circle, the 
work of building trenches and 
erecting barbed wire defenses is be- 
ing carried on with great haste. 

It is estimated that already about 
120 American women and children 
have left - Warsaw, most of the pro- 
ceeding to Danzig. Many women 
welfare workers, however, are still 
attending to their customary du- 
ties.

Just what displacements will be 
made in the two representative 
counties cannot be deterusine’ untli 
the census bureau report has been 
received, but it is believed thar 
there will Be a number of changes. 
Judge Covington is of the opinion 
that three counties in the second 
congressional district, Colquitt, 
Worth and Mitchell, which now have 
only one representative, will be en- 
titied to two when the reapportion- 
ment is made. Dodge county, too, 
may come in for another member, it 
is sald.

Jordan’s Bill Proposes to Put 
End to Present Confusion 
in Business. 


That the United States govern- 
ment system of cotton grading be 
adopted as the universal one for 
the state is provided in a bill bv 
Representative Harvey Jordan, of 
Jasper, which was recommended to 
pass by the committee on agricul- 
ture of the senate Tuesday after- 
noon. This bill has already been 
passed by the house. 

The measure makes it a misde- 
meanor for any person in the state 
to designate the different grades of 
cotton by any system, of grading 
other than that prescribed by the 
United States secretary of agricul- 
ure. : as 

Mr. Jordan appeared in the inter- 
est of the bill and stated that the 
number of different systems. of 
grading that are now used in dif- 
ferent parts of the state and by 
different cotton companies have 
caused confusion and that a uni- 
versal system to designate the va- 
rious grades would eliminate this 
confusion He declared further that 
it would mean a great saving to 
the farmers as they would have 
only one system by which their 
cotton would be graded and could 
be-sure that it was given the cor- 
rect classification.

THE “BLUE SKY” ACT. 

The state senate, by an over- 
whelming vote, yesterday passed 
the “blue sky” bill, and the meas- 
ure is now pending in the house. 

It is to be hoped that in the 
house it will encounter no more 
formidable opposition than it did 
in the senate, and that it will be 
speedily enacted into law. 

It repeals the existing “blue sky” 
law, enacted in 1913; which law is 
directed to the same purpose as 


._ the measure now under considera- 


tion, but which has proven to be 
inadequate chiefly in that it pro- 
vides insufficient means for en- 
forcement. 

The old law is administered by 
the secretary of state; but it gives 
that official wholly inadequate au- 
thority to enforce its provisions, 
and to safeguard the public from 
the dispensers of wildcat or other 
“shady” securities, against which

While this record does not by

—it ig in itself discreditable to At- 
lanta to the extent of constituting 
a public disgrace. 

This is too much crime—1,962 
cases, originating in police court 
alone, are altogether out of pro- 
portion with the population of the 
city, and certainly out of keeping 
with any pretense at being a law- 
abiding community. 

Nor does the fact that from this 
mass of crime Atlanta’s coffers 


$19,482.05 ameliorate the situation 
or help matters in any way. 

As a matter of fact, the ease with 
which prisoners are permitted to 
escape justice by the payment of 
money very probably has much to 
do with the high crime total. 

In this day of prosperity, when 
“everybody has plenty of money,” 
little hardship is ordinarily experi- 
enced when a lawbreaker is al- 
lowed to pay a few dollars to the 
police recorder and walk out of 
court a free man. 

The reckless driver of an auto- 
mobile, for example, who is a con- 
stant menace to- human life, has 
little to fear from the law, as it 
ordinarily is administered, unless, 
of course, a serious accident re- 
sults from his disregard for the 
law. Usually he has money, and 
he figures that if caught, say, for 
speeding, the worst that can hap- 
pen to him is to be haled before the 
recorder and compelled to give up 
a few paltry dollars. 

But if he knew in advance that 
his arrest and. conviction on a 
charge of reckless driving—which 
is nly a step short of murder— 
would mean that he could not buy 
his way out for a few dollars he 
would be more inclined to observe 
the law.

My wife raised one hun- 
dred chickens in the spring—my 
boss gave us two dozen hens to 
Start with, and also a sow. We now 
have ten hogs. This year he let me 
have 120 acres to farm and gives 
me half. I hawe sown spring wheat, 
oats and barley to one hundred 
acres and planted twenty acres to 
potatoes, 

“I am milking ten cows and I get 
half the cream check. Would I 
trade jobs with a bank clerk? I 
think not.” 

That sort of testimony as to the 
benefits of farm life will probably 
influence others to give it a fair 
trial. | 

In a time of high house rent, and 
high cost of foodstuffs, he is well- 
housed, and féd on the fat of the 
land, and from the modest “start” 
given him by his “farm boss,” he 
has now a respectable side-income 
which makes for a good bank’ ac- 
count, and because of “clean sur- 
roundings, fresh air and sparkling 
water,” he has health and happi- 
ness—the best of all!

How to Take Your Pulse. 
Rule 1. Keep your thumbs:out of 
the way. Anyone who attempts to 
feel his own or another’s pulse with 
from one to ten. thumbs, is pretty 
sure to send somebody to a sani- 
tarium. 
Rule 
calm. 


2. Sit down and try to be 


Rule 3. Keep cool. (Of course 
this is all foolish advice. I might 
as well add, be careful about drafts 
and avoid getting your feet wet.) 

Rule 4. Cross your arms, on your 
chest, the left under the right. 

Rule 5. Slump now, so your right 
hand will slip down and grasp your 
left wrist. Mind, you are to keep 
your thumbs up and out of harm’s 
way. With the three middie fin- 
gers of the right hahd resting 
lightly upon the front of the fore- 
arm just above the bail of the 
thumb, you will readily feel the 
artery throbbing, especially if you 
gently roll the tips of the fingers 
over the flat surface of bone under 
them. If you find your. pulse isn’t 
beating today in that arm, don’t 
worry: it will be working tomor- 
row. Or yeverse arms and you'll 
find it .onythe other side. 

Posture Pulse, 

You are now ready for the second 
test. Count your pulse as you He 
in the horizontal posture and after 
lying at rest in that posture for 
several minutes. The normal rate 
varies from 40 to 80 beats in a 
minute; sixty being tthe average. 
Now sit upright, and count again. 
The rate should be not more n 
ten beats faster. Now stand erect, 
and count again. The rate should 
be not more than twenty beats 
faster than the horizontal rate.

STOCKS RECOVER 
LATE IN SESSION 


Following Early Period 


of Weakness in List, the 
Market Closed Amid 


Strong Upward Whirl of 
Prices. 


News From Poland 


Causes Money Break 


New York, August 3.—The 
news from Poland caused the 
sharpest break of many months 
today in the foreign exchange 
market. Demand sterling broke 
81-2 cents to $3.621-2. French, 
Italian and other continental 
changes also were depressed. 
Grain and cotton bills contrib- 
uted to the weakness of: the 
market. 


New York, August 3.—Today’s ses- 
sion on the stock exchange ended 
with a vigorous upward whirl of 
pirces led by investment rails, after 
an interval of weakness in which 
new low figures for the current 
movement were established. 

Early strength on seeming evi- 
dence of an oversold condition was 
most pronounced in the railroads, 
steels, shippings, motors and oils, 
but many of these issues slumped 
badly later. 

Pressure of stocks was traceable 
in part to the closing out of week- 
ly margined accounts. The activi- 
ties of the bear faction were as- 
sisted by rumors of new financing, 
decreased earnings, uncertain busi- 
ness outlook for various companies 
because of traffic congestion and 
fuel shortage, acute weakness of 
sterling and the unfavorable Polish 
situation. 

Establishment of new low quota- 
tions for the current movement by 
steels, equipments and oils intimi- 
dated the bulls and there was lit- 
tle concerted effort to stem the 
downward tide until the late after- 
noon when call money rates eased 
off to 6 per cent. This circumstance 
was taken advantage of to support 
prices. Rallies from the day’s low- 
est were of striking proportions in 
many instances. Investment rail- 
road shares, such as Canadian Pa- 
cific, Great Northern preferred, 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific, 
were purchased confidently. 

Sterling exchange dropped nearly 
9 cents as the result of the un- 
favorable foreign news and enor- 
mous offerings of oils. 

Railroad mortgages, particularly 
convertibles and reorganization is- 
sues, moved up strongly, but foreign 
securities were lower and Liberty 
boads little changed. 

Old United States bonds were un- 
changed on call. Sales (par value) 
weer $11,650,000.

In Bicycle Industry 


During the Past ¥ear 


Atlantic City, N. J. August 3.— 
(Special.)—The bicycle industry has 
progressed more rapidly in the past 
year than any other industry in the 
United States. This striking proof 
of the revival of bicycling was 
brought out at the opening session 
of the convention of the cycle trades 
of America here today. The bicycle 
was emphasized as the cheapest 
transportation known to man. It 
was stated unofficially that 680,000 
bicycles have been manufactured in 
the United States during the last 
year.
